Section 5B(ii) of the Appeal Brief does not contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in Independent 
Claim 1 8. This section is inconsistent as to the components performing the particular steps of the claimed method. 
First, it is stated that "activating. . .the identical service in a second of the communication components (A3) by 
downloading software pertaining to the identcial service from the first communication component (A2) to the second 
communcation component (A3), wherein software pertaining to the service is sent from a third communication 
component (e.g.. A1. A4. B3-B11) to the second component (A2)." Throughout the explanation of Claim 18. the second 
component is defined as component A3. The last line of this section then states that the second component is defined 
as component A2. which previously was defined as the first component. Section 5B(ii) is inconsistent and, therefore, is 
not a concise description of Claim 1 8 regarding the steps that each particular component performs of the claimed 
method. Furthermore, the cited passage of the specification (pg. 9. lines 22-27) does not support such inconsistencies . 
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
